>leasnre, and the.' passion for external appear- 
ince, which characterizes the present age, are 
necessarily productive of expense ; expenses oc- 
casion distress, where principles are defficrent.dis- 
lonesty. No wonder, then that in no age have 
sharpers, swindlers, insolvent contractors of 
debt, so much abounded. There is scarcely any 
mode of public life in which you can be engaged 
without having your property exposed U> the 
depredations ct villians, who |i*ye made cheat- 
ng a profession, and ieduced'WS*i I of robbery 
to a system. Many of the persons who live on 
:he s ubatance ot others, by borrowing, purchas- 
ng, without intending to be able to paj make a 
splendid figure, and pass for gentlemen of hon- 
or. 
But, however they felicitate themselves on 


:heir success and in the gratification of theif 
vanity, they are more criminal and detestable 
than highwaymen and house breakers,because m 
the crime of theft there is no breach of gener- 
ous confidence—Boston Transcript.

The Militia. 


It is fashionable to consider the militia as a 


very necessary department of the Government 
in time of war, of invasion, and of great insur- 
rections, bat a very useless and ridiculous branch 
of that .Gevernment in time of peace. This is 
taking a partial and one-sided view of the sub- 
ject, and entirely overlooks the real character-o1 


the militia. But let us dwell a moment upon 
the militia in its supposed character as only use- 
fal in time of war; and see, if even in this aspect it 
should, in time of peace, be made the subject of 
ridicule and neglect. If there be a branch of the 
government needed in- war, then it is the part of 
wisdom, at all times, to pieserve its efficiency, 
and ita honorable character against the time of 
need. Else when it may be needed, if it has 
been neglected and dishonored, its efficiency wil' 
be lost. So that upon the lowest view that'can 
be taken of the miJitra, it is the duty of the gov- 
ernment and people to sustain it. 


But we prefer to place the militia upon a higher 


basis, and to give a higher and moie active char- 
acter than is usually granted to it. We consider 
it not only the active agent to resist foreign in- 
vasion and to quell domestic insurrection by 
sanguinary conflict, but one of the great con- 
stantly active conservative powers to restrain the 
evil passioM of men, to give security to the 
•weak, and certainty to the administration of law. 
It forms the shield that protects society in its 
rights—in the peaceable possession of its prop- 
erty and in the enjoyment of the elective fran- 
chise. 


Deeper- than all this force, the good man-finds 


a moral light which guides him in the path of 
duty. To him no such power is necessary.— 
True. Neither for such men are written laws, 
or courts, or prisons necessary. Give them the 
school room, the temple of worship, and the fam- 
ily circle, and they live in kindly fellowship 
with their fellows, and in communion with their 
God. 
BTtrt the mmber of this kind of men, is 


•mall. 
The great majority of men, at least, 


when under temptation, need some restiaining 
powftr. That power, with some, is found in the 
penalties of the written law, and that penalty 
finds iU last powet and certainty in the military 
arm. 
Here, then, the militia is a constantly ac- 


tive power in iU influence upon the passions of 
men. Though unseen, it is felt. This wew of 
the militia should be taken by eveiy legislator, 
and by all interefted in suitaining the govern- 
ment u * whole. 


We have been led to take some notice oi the 


militia from examining th* General Order* oi 
this Division and Brigade.
